facturers of gate valves, which are extensively used in the gas business, sent out a no- 
tice withdrawing all prices and discounts on account of the continuing increase in the 
price of.all raw material, and quoted the following advances:

The price of coal varies so much In different sections, that it is somewhat difficult 


to establish a fixed percentage of increase, but a very conservative estimate is at least 
ONE HUNDRED per cent., which in some localities it is much greater. 


The Interstate Commerce Board has just approved an increase in the freight rats 


on bituminous coal from mines in Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Kentucky. Ohio and 
othei- states to Lake Brie ports of FIFTEEN (15) Cents per ton, effective April 15th. 


Common labor, such as is used on construction work in building pipe lines, has al- 


ready advanced fifty per cent, and no large force can be had at any price. Steel products 
are still advancing. Plates from which gas pipe is made are quoted at ONK HUNDRED 
AN'D FIFTY DOLLARS' per ton. Fifteen months ago, we were buying finished,pipe for 
thirty-five dollars per ton. 


Regular customers of the larger steel producers are cared for in new business, but 


the capacity is insufficient to meet all demands, and the producers are alloting the 
output proportionately among the buyers. 


The Gas Company must have an additional supply of gas to serve its customers. 


To secure it requires additional wells and pipe lines. Steel pipe is the big item in pipe 
lines. 


The Gas Company has not increased thc price of gas for seven years, although 


wages ami everything else has advanced right along. 


Fail-minded people cannot help but agree that thc new rate of 32y2 cents net—an 


advance of IS per cent.—is fair and reasonable. 


Public Utilities have the rightvto live as well as individuals. A man cannot'give 


his service unless he is well fed and nourished, and a Gas Company cannot give good 
service unless it has an adequate supply of gas, and lo get the gas requires money, and 
even then it is not sure of getting it.
